Quarrel Precedes Shooting 


at Farm Several Miles 


West of Nashville 


.NASHVILLE, Ark.—Lewis Shannon, 


25-year-old Howard county farmer, 
was shot to death 
and his 22-year- 


old brother was seriously wounded 
Tuesday as the result of an argument 
the two brothers had with Lonnie 
York, 50, tenant farmer, in Ihe Center 
community, 11 miles west of here. 


York was arrested shortly .after the 


shooting at his home on the Shannon 
farm. He confessed to the slaying but 
claimed self defense declaring that he 
began shooting when the two brolhers 
attacked him with rakes 
in their 


hands. 


The argument, according to infor- 


mation obtained by Howard county of- 
ficers, started over Ihc 
number of 


plows York was to use in his spring 
planting. He demanded four and the 
Shannon brothers were willing to let 
him have only two. 


After heated words had been passed 


the brothers loft York and went back 
to their home. They 
returned later 


and the argument was resumed, York 
having procured a .32 caliber auto- 
matic pistol In the meantime. 


Lewis Shannon was shot in the 


heart and died 
instantly 'and his 


brother was struck in the back as he 
turned to flee. Four shots were fir- 
ed but only two took effect. The 
vi«oua«Mryputh,w-->ji*t*kiw to hi* home, 
and a Texarknna physician summoned 
to perform an -emergency operation. 
He was given an even chance to re- 
cover Tuesday night.

Two Titled Frequenters of 
Fashionable Vienna Clubs 


Under Arrest 


VIENNA, Austria—(/P)—A gambling 


scandcl in two fasionable clubs was 
exposed in Vienna Tuesday with the 
suicide of a well known physician and 
his wife and the arrest of two titled 
ments. 


The physician, Dr. Hesmann Locwy. 


and his invalid wife wene found shot 
to death in their apartment. 


The two aristocrats are Baron Otto 


Gutmann-Oelse and Baron Henri Me- 
nassc, and they were charged by po- 
lice with fleecing follow members of 
tho two clubs with the aid of another 
member of the aristocracy, who is 
sought, and a bribed club employe. 


Dr. Locwy was 
believed to have 


been duped into helping them, al- 
though friends said the chronic illness 
of his wife was the cause of the double 
suicide. Dr. Loewy was to have ap- 
peared befpre the police Tuesday for 
questioning in the case. 


The physician was reported to have 


told a Huniarian newspaper corre- 
spondent a few hours before his sui- 
cide that the man who is sought by 
police usually sold him and the two 
barons horoscopes indicating the best 
times to play. 


Other reports had il that Dr. Loewy 


was paid outright by the unnamed so- 
ciety man, and others who were not 
named gave 40 per cent of their win- 
nines to him.

The vanished clubman gave tips only 


when his bribed associate was on 
duty at the club tables, according to 
the police. The associate was reported 
to have furnished doctored cards and 
the fleecing allegedly extended over 
ubout a year.

•MONTICELLO.— Predicting that May 
Day in America will bo marred by 
Communistic riots and disorder, Mai. 
O. L. Bodenhamer of El Dorado, can- 
didate for Unilcd States senator, 
pleaded for a system of education that 
will stamp out "this undermining in- 
fluence of uor citizenship," in an ad- 
dress here Tuesday before the Mon- 
ticello Lions Club.

Arkansas Peach 


Crop Almost Lost 


Other Fruit and Truck 


Crop* Damaged by 


Freeze in March 


LITTLE ROCiS Ark^^P)-Because 


of its frteilng weather in the early 
part of March, a near failure in the 
Arkansas peach crop is in prospeit, 
Charles S. Boutont federal-state agrl» 
cultural statistician, said in his April 
crop report. 


Plums, pears, apples and strawber- 


ries, he said, also were damaged, as 
well as early truck, such as radishes 
and spinach, 


"An unusually mild winter through- 


out the southern states caused early 
blooming varieties of peaches to come 
into full bloom by the first week in 
March, and in most sections the later 
blooming varieties had begun 
to 


bloom, 07 the buds were considerably 
swollen," he said. "During the sec- 
ond week In March, temperatures 
dropped to record lows for this period 
of the year." 


Mr. Bouton also reported on the 


condition of winter wheat, oats, Irish 
potatoes, pastures, farm wages, and 
the supply and demand of farm labor, 


"Although the reported condition of 


80 per cent for wheat in Arkansas is 
18 points below the .98 per cent con- 
dition reported a year ago. It is only 
wo per cent below that reported for 
the present crop on December 1931, 
and three per cent below the ten year 
average for April 1," he said. 


"No forecast of final production is 


published for Arkansas on April 1, 
jut for the United States a total pro- 
duction of about 458,000,000 bushels is 
indicated. The production last year 
was about 787,500,000 bushels. 


"Both the fall and spring plantings 


of oats suffered 
from the March 


freeze, and the reported condition of
